BIG WAGE INCREASE 


When Samuel. Gompers recently 
said that there never was a time 
when more laborers in this coun- 
try were being rewarded with in- 
creased pay he had all the figures 
behind him necessary to prove his 
case. 

The gooretary of labor has been 
making an interesting study of 
the labor conditions of today with 
special reference to the increase of 
pay. In nearly every case where 
more pay has been asked it has 
been granted. In many . cases 
where it was not asked it has 
been graciously awarded by the 
‘ employers who feel the benefits of 
a nation-wide prosperity. Plenty 
cf cases there are in which the 
workingman has been taken in 
as a profit sharer of the increased 
net earnings. 

It was ascertained by the secre- 
tary of labor that in 493 cases out 
of 1,486 of wage increase between 
July 1st 1915 and May 15th. 
1916, there was a total raising of 
pay of 1,901,322 laborers. The t“. 
tal of 1,486 settlements in which 
wages were increased, on a simi- 
lar basis, would indicate that more 
than 5,000,000 men were affected 

If the average individual in- 
come were $600. and the rate of 
inerease were only ten per cent, 
the total volume of wage increase’ 

represented by these newspaper 
reports would be $300,000,000 
Large as this seems, it represent’ 
only a return from a minor part 
of the entire army of Americar 
labor. In manufactures alone, the 
preliminary estimate for the 191F 
Lensus indicates approximately 
7,900,000 wage earners last year 
whose wages aggregated 64,400. 
000,000. : 
We know that 1916 will show 
a marked increase both in number 
of wage earners and in rate of 
‘wages over 1915. Ife the numbe- 
employed has increased for 1917 
only 10 per cent and the rate of 
pay has increased only 10 per 
cent, we get a wage volume 21 
per cent larger for 1916 than for 
1915. This produces a wage total 
ot $5,324,000,000,, which is 6900. 


000,000 larger than the 1915 wage 


total, and $1,800,000,000 greater
